i beck and his private secretary, C. a . 
I Geasey, have been 
completely

! erated and all but one 
of these post­ 
masters, namely, the one at New Free­ 
dom, were likewise absolved of blame. 
“The Postmaster Genera! 
has to­ 
day signed an order removing tile 
Postmaster at New Freedom.” 
Representative Brodl>eck. more or 
less involved in the scandal, said that 
he welcomed the inquiry ny the Post­ 
office Department or by a congression­ 
al committee. In explaining conditions 
in his district, he 
said the trouble 
tuere had been inspired 
by two men, 
j one of w hom owed him 
$25,000, ami 
the other, he said, went into bank­ 
ruptcy to avoid paying him a loan of

fsquith Refuses to Accept the 
“Sacrifice” 


ORDERS TO TROOPS REVEALED 


Uproarious Scene In Parliam ent W hen 


Threatened 
Cabinet 
Break Is A n ­ 


nounced. 


I,ondon, March 26.—T he resignation 
of 
Colonel John Seely, sci rotary of 
state for war, followed quickly the 
publication in the house of com m ons 
of th e official correspondence dealing 
with the mobilization of troops in Ul­ 
ste r last week. 
Prem ier Asquith Dad 
stated th at 
the w ar secretary had acted in the 
arm y crisis w ithout conferring with 
him. 
Colonel Seely announced his re ig- 
nation during his address to the house 
of com m ons, and it was greeted by 
the m em bers with an uproarious de­ 
m onstration. 
Several 
m em ber* 
de 
m antled to be heard, and It was with 
g reat 
difficulty 
th a t 
the 
speaker 
finally restored order. 
L ater the prem ier refused to accept 
the w ar chief’s resignation, term ing 
it a “sacrifice,” 
Colonel Seely, in his valedictory ad 
dress to the house m em bers, denied 
th a t King George had taken any Ini 
Cativo of any kind in the arm y crisis 
He said: “T he suggestion is absolute 
ly w ithout foundation in the broadest 
sense. His m ajesty took no initiative 
of any kind.” 
T h e correspondence between Colo­ 
nel Seely and the officers In Ireland 
had astounded the country, and in the 
opinion of seasoned 
politicians de 
m ended one of tw o co u rses—the cash ­ 
iering of the secreta ry for war or the 
resignation of the e n tire cabinet. 
T h e first course w as decided on at 
a protracted cabinet m eeting. L ater in 
the house of com m ons P rem ier As­ 
quith, In reply to a question, m ade It 
clear that the Instructions given to 
G eneral Sir A rth u r P aget before his 
interview with the officers under him 
had em anated directly from the war 
office and were not subm itted to the 
prim e m inister by the secretary of 
w a r / * 
T h e cabinet m eeting, It is said, was 
a storm y session. Im m ediately after it 
had been adjourned it was reported 
that Colonel Seely had given up Iris 
portfolio, but he did not confirm the 
rum or for som e hours. At the sam e 
tim e it was 
rum ored th a t W inston 
Spencer Churchill had decided to quit 
as first lord of the adm iralty. 
Colonel Seely resigned after clear­ 
ing the cabinet and the king for the 
crisis in Ulster by assum ing all the 
blame. 
Colonel Seely explained th at he ha I 
inadvertently m isled th e cabinet, ii* 
said he had in th e reply to General 
Gough printed in the W hite P aper bv 
m istake added tw o parag rap h s to tile 
docum ent conside red and approved by 
the cabinet at a m eeting at which he 
was not present. He added: 
“ J do not recede from the stated 
m ents contained in the docum ent, but 
the alterations m ak e It appear that 
the officers asked for conditions, and 
th a t those conditions were accepted.”
